with this issue a new staff takes over The Susquehanna 
for tin- year 1935-6. I take over this responsibility of guiding 
this staff wiih ;i feeling, partly of confidence, partly <>f trepi- 
dation. Tin' preceding editors, under whom 1 have worked and 
in*- whom I have the greates! admiration, have set me a certain 
standard. I must m>i only come up to their standard, but, like 
all of them, must add some particular forte of my own to pass 
on to m\ successors. For, despite all opinions to the contrary, 
a study of the Susquebannas shows that the quality of the paper 
has been improving. (For example, columns, the most univers- 
ally read section of the paper, are a comparatively recent de- 
velopment; in fact, not until this year was there a variety of 
columns appearing regularly in ;• definite place.) 1 am thank- 
ful for this heritage and will try to add to it. 

However. I realize that a college weekly newspaper has 
definite limitations. Because most campus events are routine, 
most of the news in the paper must he routine. Being a weekly 
and taking about two days to publish, while ordinarily most 
news will reach &Q% of the interested students in less than a 
half day. naturally most of the important material will he known 
to the student body already. Only the personal news, as found 
in the various columns, will be comparatively new news. Some 
of these items will be stale to some students, but an observing 
columnist will usually uneover some new items. In the past 
there has been criticism of these columns as being too "tame."! 
However. The SrsyiKHAXXA can not run a column of petty 
gossip. In the first phieo, I believe that the majority of Susque- 
hanna students have enough taste not to want to read it. In 
the second place, gossip is the swiftest of all news and would 
therefore be too stale. In the third place, gossip should be for- 
gotten as swiftly as possible. It concerns only a few and they 
will remember it long enough anyway. Whatever is published 
in The SUSQUEHANNA is preserved in black and white for future 
classes to read if they care to. There are enough things happen- 
ing on the campus that are more worthy of publication than 

cheap gossip. Tiik Susquehanna is limited to columns of de- 
cent i hatter, 

Keeping these limitations in mind. I have formulated four 
definite purposes lor The SUSQUEHANNA : 

t. To point (ait, either for correction or for entertainment, 
the little habits, idiosynciiicies. and foibles of campus groups 
and individuals, which are ordinarily not noticed in the busi- 
ness of campus life. 

L\ To record the routine life of the campus, giving for the 
interested few the details of what most students have but a 
general conception. 

•'!. To express student opinion as far as the laws of taste 
and the standard of the school permit. 

4. To tell what little news is not learned through the or-; 
dinary under-graduate news-spreading channels. 

Within these purposes, we. the new staff, will work to con-! 
tinuo the improvement of the paper. Some of our plans are ai 
follows : 

1. We expect to use galley proof in setting up the paper 
and thus improve the general appearance. That is. we will set 
up the paper by use of the definite printed proof sheets, rather 
than by the use of the typed copy sheets, which was generally 
guess work and frequently resulted iii the details of the linal 
set-up being as much a mystery to the editor ;ts to anyone else. 
This is the first time this system has ever been tried out at Sus- 
quehanna. 

2. A greater variety in headlines has been promised by 
the new managing editor. 

'■',. The front page will hi- enlivened by a wider use of cuts. 

4. By reviving and revising the Dively three-point grad- 
ing system, the genera] news-* riting of tin- reporters is expected 

to improve. 

5. In an effort to discover new talent among the staff 
members, they will all be given the opportunity of trying their 

typewriters out on feature stories and on columns, at some time 
during the rear.

On Friday, May 11. Washington Col- 
lege of Chestertown. Maryland, de- 
feated Susquehanna University's track 
squad by a score of 81 to 44.

Washington not only had men who 
were strong in the running events but 
the field events as well. Their attack 
was led by Young, a freshman, who 
took first place in five events, the 120 
yard high hurdles, the 220 yard low 
hurdles, the broad jump, and the 100 
and 220 yard dashes. He finished the 
100 yard dash in 9.6 seconds, closely 
followed by Benner and Adamavage. 

Two Chestertown records were equal- 
ed In this meet, the 100 yard dash and 
the 120 yard high hurdles. Charles 
Jones, a local Crusader, bettered his 
pole vaulting record by one inch, soar- 
ing over the bar at 11 feet 3 inches, 
but was only able to take second place 
ih the event. 

The Crusaders attack was led by Ad- 
amavage and Martinec. The former 
took three second places to earn nine 
point? while the latter took a first and 
a second to chalk up eight points. In 
addition to running at Young's elbows 
in the 100 yard dash. Adamavage also 
came in second in the 220 yard dash. 
He also leaped 20 feet, three inches, to 
take second place in the broad jump. 

Martinec. a four letter man. threw 
the shot 36 feet 4'j inches, to capture 
the event. He also placed second in 
the discus throw, which was won by 
his team mate.

Erie I. Shobert, an outstanding stu- 
dent of Susquehanna University and 
a leader in this year's graduating class, 
has recently solved a problem that 
has been facing engineers for about 
fifteen years. The problem consists 
of making accurate measurements of 
temperatures in the neighborhood of 
5.000 degrees Fahrenheit, as encoun- 
tered in the process of changing amor- 
phous carbon into graphite. 

Shobert solved the problem for the 
Stackpole Carbon Company of St. 
Marys, Pa., so that they might turn 
out a more uniform quality of graphite. 
His work represents the application of 
accurate scientific measurements to an 
industrial problem, and it required a 
year of effort before the solution was 
finally reached. Erie proved conclus- 
ively that his work has been success- 
ful by tests made at the factory dur- 
ing the past Spring vacation. 

Erie has received the cooperation 
and direction of Dr. Paul J. Ovrebo. 
professor of Physics at Susquehanna, 
and Dr. Paul Boeder, formerly pro- 
fessor of mathematics at Susquehanna 
and now with the American Optical 
Company. He has also had correspon- 
dence with leaders in the high tem- 
perature field, and has met some of 
these men personally. Erie reports 
that his work has been very interest- 
ing.

previous history, and ends it with 1855 
as a year which marks an epoch, be- 
cause it wa.s then that three decisive 
things happened in the theatrical world 
cf Philadelphia. First, romantic trag- 
edy which flourished up to this time 
gave way to new forms, but sang its 
swan song with the performance of 
George Henry Boker's great romantic 
tragedy in verse. "Francesca da Rim- 
ini" in 1855. Second, the year marked 
the passing of the old stock companies 
and the advent of the traveling troupes 
which Dion Boucicault was making 
popular and which have continued 
since that time. And. third, the fam- 
ous theatre which stood as a symbol 
for Philadelphia drama burned down. 
That was the Chestnut Street Theatre, 
known as "Old Drury." Therefore, ac- 
tors, plays, and theatres all suffered a 
change in 1855.

His marks 
during the entire four years have been 
consistently "A's" with a few "B's". His 
average in quality points is 2.88, thus 
entitling him to graduation summa cum 
laude. He has completed 154 semester 
hours instead of the usual 132 hours 
necessary for graduation. 

In addition to his regular written 
course examinations, he took a final 
comprehensive examination on Friday 
afternoon. May 24, from 2 to 4. This ex- 
amination was given by a committee of 
the faculty comprised of Dr. Paul J. 
Ovrebo, Dr. Adam J. Smith, Professor 
Russell W. Gilbert. Dr. John I. Wood- 
ruff. Dr. T. W. Kretschmann. Presi- 
dent G. Morris Smith and Dean George 
F. Dunkelberger. 

The major portion of the examina- 
tion consisted of work in his two major 
fields. 

This oral examination lasted fully 
two hours and Mr. Shobert acquitted 
himself very creditably. 

Mr. Shobert, as an honor student, is 
recognized as outstanding. He will enter 
the University of Chicago where he has 
secured a fellowship to continue as a 
graduate student next fall.

On Saturday. May 18. Susquehanna 
University sent two delegates to the 
Central Pennsylvania College Track 
Conference held at Franklin and Mar- 
shall College. Lancaster. 

The two Susquehanna athletes who 
made the trip were Charles Jones and 
Oren Benner. Jones leaped ten feet 
nine inches to tie for first in the pole 
vault. Benner led the field in the 220 
yard dash and came in second in the 
440 yard dash. 

Because of no regular coach this 
year's track team was hindered 
throughout the season, and it is for 
this reason that a larger squad was 
not sent to represent Susquehanna at 
this meet. However, the twelve points 
that these two men scored was a fine 
showing in comparison to other show- 
ings in former years. 

The Inter-Class relay was the final 
track event to be run off on the home 
field this year. On Thursday. May 24. 
the sophomore class duplicated then- 
last year's victory. They will retain 
the George S. Schoch trophy for an- 
other year. In order to retain this cup 
permanently a class must win the mile 
relay for three consecutive years. The 
victorious sophomore team was com- 
posed of Hess, Madera. Toomey and 
Benner. They ran the mile in 3 min- 
utes. 48 seconds, to better last year's 
time by 10 seconds. 

This relay was the final event of the 
Inter-Class track meet which was held 
on May 24. The Freshman class won 
the meet by scoring 61 points. They 
were followed by the Seniors who scor- 
ed 41 points. The Sophs, with 28 
markers, and the Juniors, with eight 
points to their credit, were third and 
fourth respectively. 

The high .scoring honors of the day 
went to Charles Jones, who tallied 16 
markers. He earned his points by tak- 
ing first place in the broad jump, the 
120 yard high hurdles, and the pole 
vault, besides taking second in the high 
jump.

Susquehanna University has arrang- 
ed through the Institute of Interna- 
tional Exchange, to send Erie Shobert, 
valedictorian of the class of 1935, to 
study at the University of Goettingen 
in Germany, in exchange for Ernst 
Mahr. a student from the University t 
of Giessen in southern Germany, who 
is now a student at Susquehanna. 

|tr. Shobert is well remembered by : 
ttl< upperclassmen. He was the first 
student to be put on the honor system. 
During his four years here he was ac- 
tive in the Motet Choir, and other 
musical organizations. During his sen- , 
ior year, he did important research 
work resulting in the solution of the 
measurement of high temperatures. 

Mr. Shobert arrived in Hamburg 
September 20 and took a short trip 
through northern Germany. The 
month of October will be spent at the 
University of Hamburg where he will 
study a course in German for foreign 
students. Shobert's graduate study at 
the German university will be in 
mathematics and physics. 

Mr. Mahr comes from Mainz on the 
Rhine, a town in the southwestern part 
of Germany. He began his education 
by first attending a primary or first 
school for a period of four years. Fol- 
lowing his completion of the work there, 
he attended a secondary, or high school 
for nine years. After successfully com- 
pleting his work in the high school, 
Mahr enrolled at the University of 
Giessen. At the> close of his first year 
in that institution, he made applica- 
tion to the German Academy Exchange I 
Service for a transference to an Ameri- ■ 
can school. This academy, in connec- ; 
tion with the Institute of International | 
Education, secured a suitable transfer 
for Mr. Mahr. Upon his arrival in New 
York, it was decided to send the young 
to: -_'ign student to Selinsgrove for study 
in Susquehanna University. He will 
remain on our campus for a period of 
one academic year, during which time 
he will study English, French and His- 
tory. At the end of this period. Mahr 
will return to his native land, where 
he will spend two years at the Univer- 
sity in Giessen. Upon graduation our 
visitor will be qualified to teach French. 
English and History in the German 
high or secondary schools.

Sports 
n Germany are much like the ones in 
\merica. In the summer gymnastics, 
running, jumping, swimming and 
shooting occupy much of the German 
boy's leisure time, while in the winter 
he is amused by soccer, indoor gymnas- 
tics, and field hockey. 

In the opinion which Mr. Mahr has 
stated concerning Susquehanna, he be- 
lieves the professors to be very fine and 
the students exceptionally nice.

day by playing for dancing. The ocean 
was calm until the sixth day cut when 
a rough spot known as "Devil's Hole" * 
was encountered. At this point the 
warm winds off the coast of Ireland 
come in contact with the cold Ice- 
land winds and this churns up the 
ocean. 

The picturesque coast of Ireland was 
sighted on June 16. Farm houses paint- 
ed in vivid hues and fields fenced in 
by hedges dot the Irish countryside. 
One of the points of interest along this 
coast is the place where the Lusitania 
was sunk. The Scythia docked at 
Queenstown and. after leaving off sev- 
eral passengers and much cargo, set 
sail for Liverpool. England. 

Liverpool was reached the following 
morning. It is a seaport city and eco- j 
nomic conditions are rather bad be- '• 
cause of the lack of work around the 
docks. One of the points of interest 
in this city is the large Protestant Ca- . 
thedral which was begun before the ! 
World War and is now nearing com- ' 
pletion. 

On July 18 the orchestra set out by ' 
bus for London, first passing thru the j 
famous Mersey Tunnel at Liverpool, 
which was recently dedicated by the 
King and Queen of England. 

The English countryside is colored a 
rich green because of abundant rains. 
Most of the fields are enclosed by low 
stone walls. The houses of the quaint 
towns have grass roofs and the cobble- 
stoned streets are narrow and winding. 
The English buses stop every two hours 
fcr "tea." because it is England's na- 
tional beverage, and these stops en- 
abled the students to get a close-up 
view of the towns. 

Lichfield, the birthplace of Dr. Sam- 
uel Johnson, was one of the towns vis- 
ited. A huge monument to Johnson 
has been erected and the house in 
which he was born has been turned 
into a museum. To the side of the ca- 
thedral in this town is the site of the 
scaffold where the last beheading in 
England took place. This town has 
been modernized only to the extent 
that the main street has been paved. 

The town of Warwick, wherein is lo- 
cated historic Warwick castle was next 
seen, followed by Stratford-on-Avon, 
the birthplace of the immortal Shakes- 
peare. The house in which Shakes- 
peare was born has been restored but 
it has been made to look as much luce 
the original as possible. Many relics 
if Shakespeare's life are contained in 
this house and the surrounding build- 
ings. The huge Shakespeare Memorial 
Theatre is also located along the small 
stream Avon. Plays are presented con- 
tinuously throughout the summer, the 
entire repertoire being made up of 
Shakespearean plays. The home of 
the founder of Harvard University is 
also located in this town. 

On the road to the next fair-sized 
town. Oxford, several very large es- 
tates and the ruins of two castles were 
seen. It is here that world-famous 
Oxford University is located. After 
leaving this college town the group ar- 
rived in London.

I have been asked to write an article 
for The Susquehanna. You may not 
expect any lengthy discussion, but fol- 
lowing this request I would like to give 
you a short account of how I came to 
Susquehanna University. 

As you already know I made an ap- 
plication to the German Academic Ex- 
change Service for a transfer to Ameri- 
j ca and was selected, together with 46 
j others, to come to this country and 
■ eventually to this university. 

After a confereince in Thuringia. our 
j group sailed on September 5 for Ameri- 
i ca. On board the liner "Albert Ballin" 
| we met several American students who 
had studied at the University of Mun- 
| ich and made our first attempts to con- 
verse in English with them. 

Our arrival in New York was most 
inspiring to all of us. It made a deep 
impression on all German students. 

After going through the customs, the 
group left by bus for Riverdale, a town 
close to New York City, where a con- 
ference of all European and South 
American exchange students, number- 
ing 120 was held. At this conference 
we obtained information concerning 
American school conditions. During 
the four days we were at Riverdale I 
! was fortunate in finding an "old" Ger- 
man Exchange student who took sev- 
eral of the new students riding around 
New York in his car. We marveled 
again and again at the heavy traffic 
: on the New York streets at an hour 
i when German people would have re- 
1 tired for the night. The following day 
we stood on the tower of the Empire 
State building and viewed New York. 
I In the evening we visited the Roxy 
Theater and the Radio City Music Hall, 
; where I saw my first American movies. 
The following day I left for Susque- 
hanna, arriving here on Tuesday even- 
ing, September 17. I received my first 
impression of Susquehanna the follow- 
ing day. Since that time I have often 
been asked: "How do you like Susque- 
hanna?" and I can always truthfully 
say that this is a very fine university. 
It is unnecessary for me to repeat that 
I am very glad to have been assigned 
to this institution. 

I have been asked several times about 
j the German system of education and 
j I herewith present a general explan- 
| ation. 

In Germany all education is super- 
I vised by the Ministry of Education. 
; All over the Reich there are three kinds 
j of schools: primary school (Volkschule), 
i secondary school < Flohere Schule). and 
I the university. It is necessary for boys 
I and girls who cannot later attend a 
secondary school to attend primary 
school for eight years. Those who intend 
to go to "Flohere Schule" are required 
to go the first four years to the "Vplk- 
schule" and then nine years to the 
high school, of which we have three 
different kinds: First, the Gymnasium, 
where the students are taught Latin, 
Greek. French or English, Culture, His- 
tory, and Science; the Real gymnasium, 
which emphasizes science, and the Ob- 
errealschule. which lays emphasis on 
modern languages and science. 

If the boys or girls have received 
their certificate of maturity and per- 
mission of the Ministry of Education 
they can go to a university where they 
may study to be a teacher, lawyer, or 
I physician. The medical profession re- 
i quires six years of study. It is neces- 
| sary to pass two examinations to en- 
i ter the profession. In Germany we 
have the lecture system in the class- 
room. We have no textbooks. When 
any reading is required, it is done in 
' the library, therefore we are not as 
busy preparing assignments as students 
here in America. My personal opinion 
is that the German system is based 
more on the voluntary study of the stu- 
dents. 

However, I can say that I like the 
American system as much as our sys- 
tem and I know I shall never forget 
the days of my stay here on Susque- 
hanna's campus.

Haverford, inspired by their first 
score, now opened their first real at- 
tack, intercepting a Susquehanna pass 
deep in S. U. territory. The Crusader 
defense, already shaky, was materially 
weakened by a number of substitutions, 
and in five plays Tiernan crossed the 
line for the first Haverford touchdown. 
Carson kicked a perfect placement to 
convert the extra point. The half end- I 
ed with Haverford carrying the offense 
into Crusader territory again. • 

The third quarter saw the re-en- 
trance to the game of the Crusader 
first string men, and also of Kane, Hav- 
erford's Captain, who was injured in 
the first play of the game.

THE GRA B -BAG 

To The Editor: 

A number of years ago upon the re- 
quest of the students the playing of 
popular music by the Susquehanna band 
was instigated. If one would read the 
preamble of the constitution of the 
band he would find in it that the pur- 
pose of the organization is to serve the 
college, the community, and the public 
at large. The band's aim is to attempt 
to please the mass. 

It is the general practice of college 
and high school bands to play popular 
music on the athletic field and at 
public functions to aid in presenting 
a well rounded program of stimulating 
music. 

It is not possible to please all of the 
oublic nor to cater to a select few. 
However, there is no authentic concen- 
sus of opinion to indicate that Sus- 
quehanna's band should refrain from 
playing popular airs at the proper psy- 
chological moment. The band is only 
too willing to play pep songs, School 
^ongs, and marches for the perpetuation 
of school spirit and to spur the team 
on to victory. 

Do we want a musical organization 
that would be conspicuously different 
by not making use of general musical 
literature or do we want a band that 
asserts its individuality by presenting 
a discriminate all around program? 
There seems to be a faction that does 
not care for popular music played by 
the band largely because they expect 
a military band to sound in musical re- 
presentation as our modern dance 
orchestras. This is more or less impos- 
sible because of the style of arrang- 
ing the scores but some numbers are 
written very effectively. The more 
liberal faction which seems to consti- 
tute a majority enjoys this type of 
music as it is best possible to present it. 

However, the aim of the band as 
already stated is to try to please every- 
one and it is only too glad to endeavor 
to appease the appetites of its audiences 
with that which they would most relish. 
Then, too, because of the standards set 
by our department of music, the band 
would want to acquiesce to the wishes 
of music lovers as which good wisdom 
would deem necessary. 

Surely when all of S. U.'s opponents 
do not have the privilege of having a 
band, S. U. is indeed fortunate to have 
an organization of this type. 

The organization should deserve the 
support and commendation of all Sus- 
quehannans because of the hours of re- 
hearsal and the general time spent in 
preparation for performance.

here, one of his old school teachers, a 
Mrs. Halfpenny, by name, from that 
town visited him. 

At Dickinson College, which he at- 
tended for a time, he heard a German 
profe.ssor make a statement which gave 
him the idea around which he formed 
his theatrical career, "What is Hecaba 
to us?" 

Hs choice of words and speech are 
reminiscent of his newspaper career. 
While still in college, due to financial 
trouble, he took a position on the Har- 
risburg Patriot, which in time, forced 
him to give up college permanently. 
After two years work on the Patriot, he 
MCtirtd a place with the City News 
Bureau of Chicago for a year. 

Then, he drifted to New York and 
the theatre. He played for a time in 
•The Better 'Ole." a play about the 
World War in which occur the famous 
lines. "If you don't like this, why don't 
vou pick a better 'ole." When the play 
<"losed. he joined the Provincetown 



Players in New York, later drifting 

back to Harrisburg to play with the 

Morgan Wallace Company there, then 

'bacte again to New York to play in "The 

i World We Live In." 

All the time, his ideal of a group of 
players which would present different 
plays every evening was growing. From 
1920 on his plan took shape until in 
1923 it became a reality in the form 
of the Hedgerow Players. 

Personally. Mr. Deeter is an individ- 
! ualist who makes no pretense of hiding 
I his own opinions. He was, according to 
'■■ his own statement, a poor student in 
college; he believes, not in the syste- 
j matized system of education, but in an 
i "anarchistic" method in which each 
| student learns for himself that which 
he wants to learn. 

He is an organizer. The company is 

so planned at the beginning of each 

tour that every person is assigned an 

allotted task at a given time, and it 

I is done quickly and efficiently. 

He is a leader, and like all leaders 
| has the "common touch" about him. He 
is easier to talk with than an ordinary 
person. 

As director of the group, his judg- 
ment is paramount in matters of taste. 
It is he who selects the new members 
of the company and who reads and 
passes on the plays to be produced. 
However, in matters of policy, such as 
whether or not to tour, the company 
as a whole decides. 

Where do the new plays come from? 
Playwrights, amateurs and profession- 
als from all over the country send them 
to him. He reads every one of them, 
but will return them only with the 
answer, "Yes," or "No." He will never 
give criticism, although he often con- 
fers with the author after the play is 
accepted. All types of plays are pro- 
duced, classic or experimental, old and 
new. His main requirement is that the 
manner in which an author says some- 
; thing should harmonize with what he 
i is saying. Art, to him, is "not portray- 
| ing life as it. is, nor as it ought to be, 
but as one dreams about it." At pres- 
ent he is desirous of a good play about 
| his own people, the Pennsylvania 
' Dutch. 

Where do the member of his com- 
pany come from? 

Colleges : Catherine Reiser was a jun- 
ior at Bryn Mawr when she joined the 
players. 

Chautauqua circuits: Ferd Nofer was 
a Chautauqua player until he became 
one of the first players in 1924. 

Professions: Miriam Phillips was a 
| teacher of shorthand and typing in a 
Philadelphia High School until she 
joined in 1924. 

Stock companies: Adrienne Bancker 
came from the Cleveland Play House. 

The professional stage: both Mr. and 
Mrs. Harry Sheppard had extensive 
professional experience. 

Recommendations: David Metcalf 
came on recommendation from Eva Le 
Galliene. 

From towns all over the country, they 
ccme and Jasper Deeter sees them and 
recommends or rejects them. However, 
as he is now going to work only with 
the old- experienced members, there 
will be no more opportunities for un- 
knowns until January, 1937. 

Where do the players go who leave 
the company? Ann Harding is now a 
j cinema actress. John Beal and Alex- 
i ander Kirkland are prominent on the 
New York stage. Frances Torchianna 
and her husband are running a theater 
in San Antonio, Texas. Several old 
members are playing with the two 
plays. "Awake and Sing," and "Waiting 
for Lefty." which took New York by 
storm last season.

Did you know that the emblem on 
Gandhi flag is a spinning wheel? 
Miss Zimmerman said that the people 
complain that they cannot afford the 
high price for the Gandhi material. 
Gandhi assures them that they cannot 
but that they should each be self sup- 
porting and weave their own material. 
The pieces of Gandhi cloth which Miss 
Zimmerman showed us were of a very 
tough strong texture, something very 
similar to our own linen. 

Drinking is one of the most diffi- 
cult problems which our missionaries 
must eliminate before they can make 

! any great progress with the individual 
in India. The greater number of the 
people who can in no way afford to 
purchase the toddy will deprive their 

i families of the few cents which they 
earn so that they may use this very 
intoxicating drink. The drink is called 
toddy and is made from an extract 
from the Palmyra palm leaf. 

Miss Zimmerman received much en- 
couragement when she said that she 
would dress two of our students as In- 
dian boy and girl if they would present 
themselves. After a little coaxing a 
boy and girl submitted and Miss Zim- 

; merman gave the audience a very real- 
istic picture of how the Indian wears 
his clothing as well as a demonstration 

: of how he dons it. 

We were all very much interested in 

: hearing the mythical story of how the 

I caste system grew up in India. Brahma 

! is the most outstanding god to the In- 
dians, being to them the creator of 
all things. They believe that it was 
from his head, his shoulders, his body, 
his limbs, and his feet that each caste 

, sprang; those from the head belong- 
ing, of course, to the highest caste and 

| those from the feet to the lowest with 

j the medium classes belonging to the 

| other castes coming from the other 
parts of his body according to their 
rank. Anyone who does not belong to 
a caste is an outcast. Our missionaries 
are outcasts to the ranked Indians. Di- 
rectly after breakfast the Indian places 
his caste emblem on his forehead where 
it remains all day. 

Miss Zimmerman says that the coun- 
try of India is divided into separate 
missionary fields and that each de- 
nomination stays within its assigned 
territory with few exceptions. Also, the 
English government helps to support 
any or all the missionaries as long as 
they meet the requirements of a stan- 

! dard school. Our missionary school 

: meets all the requirements.

Enjoys London Visit

Today London is constantly ex- 
panding, each year many of the his- 
torical old houses and cabblestone 
is have to make way for the con- 
struction of larger buildings and more 
modern roadways. For this reason Lon- 
don does not give as true a picture of 
old England as do the surrounding 
towns and villages. 

London's churches are one of its most 
interesting points to the traveler. The 
largest and most famous of these places 
of worship is Westminster Abbey, sit- 
uated near the Thames River directlj 
across the road from the Houses of 
Parliament. The Abbey is one of the 
oldest cathedrals in England and is an 
important link in England's history for 
it is here that the coronation of all 
the English kings for hundreds of years 
has taken place. 

The interior of Westminster contains 
the tombs of many of Britain's mon- 
archs, poets, warriors, and statesmen. 
As one enters the massive doors a series 
of statues of England's former prime 
ministers can be seen. 

Among the great men whose tombs 
can be viewed in various parts of the 
Abbey are Disraeli, Thomas Hardy, 
Robert Browning, Alfred Lord Tenny- 
son, Isaac Newton, and Charles Dar- 
win. Great Britain's Unknown Soldier 
is also buried here. 

St. Paul's Cathedral, built by the 
famous English architect. Sir Chris- 
topher Wren, is located in a more an- 
cient part of London. This cathedral 
is noted for its beautiful stained win- 
dows, marble floors, and an exception- 
ally high dome. 

The territory surrounding St. Paul's 
is really an historical section of Lon- 
don. The Plague occurred here in 1665 
and the next year the Great Fire of 
L ondon , Today it is the center of fin- 
ancial activity for here one finds the 
Stock Exchange, the Bank of England, 
Threadneedle Street, Royal Exchange, 
the halls of the ancient City Guilds. 
and the home of the Lord Mayor. 

That ancient prison, the Tower of 
London, is also situated on the Thames. 
This old fortress is nearly 900 years 
old. It was designed in 1079 and pre- 
viously Julius Caesar had built a fort 
At this point. The walls are 15 feet 
thick. 90 feet high, and the founda- 
tions are so deep that they have never 
been measured. 

The White Tomtit was the first to be 
constructed and was so named be< 
the stones were brought over from Nor- 
mandy to build it. Today it houses a 
wonderful collection of armor, shields. 
spears and instruments of torture. 
Charles II used this tower as his pal-

ace. The Bloody Tower, where prison- 
ers were taken prior to being executed, 
and Beauchamp Tower, which has 
many convicts' inscriptions on its walls, 
are also in this group. 

The beautiful Tower Bridge crosses 
the Thames at this point. Upon cross- 
ing this bridge one finds himself in a 
section of London which is unspoiled 
by improvement. The winding, cobble- 
stone streets, the old inns and houses, 
and the atmosphere in general, seem 
to carry one back to the London of 
four hundred years ago. 

The traditional changing of the 
guard is still carried out at Bucking- 
ham Palace. The palace looks out on 
the wide avenue of the Mall, on either 
side of which is a small, beautiful park. 
Piccadilly, the theatre district of Lon- 
don, is directly between these two small 
porks and Hyde Park, which is the 
largest park in London. It is here that 
the people can speak their minds freely 
on any subject — government, politics, 
or religion. The largest clock in the 
world. "Big Ben," which is situated 
close to Buckinham Palace, majestically 
tolls out the time over the H 
Parliament. 

Going east one finds the great houses 
of art and science, the National Gal- 
lery, the British Museum, the National 
History Museum, and the London Mu- 
seum. 

Not far from this section can be 
found "The Old Curiosity Shop," which 
ma immortalized by Charles Dickens, 
and the "Cheshire Cheese," an ancient 
hostelry where Doctor Samuel John- 
son and all the great wits and writers 
of the eighteenth century would gath- 
er. 

The Limehouse section of London is 
rapidly disappearing. The Orientals 
are gradually moving from London 
mainly because of strict law enforce- 
ment regarding the opium trade. This 
was formerly regarded as a very pic- 
turesque part of London.

On the fourth down Hollar raced to 
the 8-yard line, caught Wasilewski's 
pass and leaped across the Cadets' goal 
fcr Susquehanna's only score of the 
fray. Valunis' placement kick was 
jinxed when it hit the middle of an 
upright. The Cadets then started a 
march after receiving Susquehanna's 
kickoff and advanced slowly down the 
field stopping on the 12-yard line as 
the third quarter ended. 

After a minute's rest McCarthy drove 
into the middle of the Crusaders' line 
and landed on the 7-yard stripe. Sus- 
quehanna then braced determinedly 
and held the Cadets for downs. Wasi- 
lewski executed a clever punt from be- 
hind his own goal line to midfield. 
where the Cadets, a little smarted at 
being held, started to invade Susque- 
hanna's territory. 

Again, McCarthy took charge and 
lipped off 20 yards through the line. 
On the next play. McCarthy cleverly 
dodged three tacklers for the winning 
score. McPadden converted the extra 
point. 

After a short period of straight foot- 
ball, McFadden's punt was returned 20 
yards by Wasilewski to his own 40-yard 
line. But McCarthy stepped into the 
picture and stopped a threatening .Cru- 
sader attack by intercepting Wasiliws- 
ki's pass on his own 25-yard line.

Rows on rows 
of old uniforms, muzzle loaders, and 
blunderbusses come from the time 
when war was a gentleman's game. The 
story of the victories and defeats is told 
in a very impressive series of murals. 

Potsdam, with the Royal Town Resi- 
dence, the historic Palace of Sahssouci 
with its gardens and parks, and the 
burial place of Frederick the Great, is, 
perhaps, the German attempt to dupli- 
cate Versailles. There is an old story 
about Frederick the Great and the 
miller of Potsdam. An old mill was 
very near the Palace of Sanssouci and 
by its continual rumbling annoyed 
Frederick the Great, who called the 
miller to him and asked him what price 
he would take for the mill. The miller 
refused to sell and said that his great- 
grandfather had built the mill, that his 
grandfather and father had run the 
mill and after his death his own son 
would continue. This answer angered 
Frederick the Great and he told the 
I miller to set his price or he would set 
j it. But the miller replied that he would 
be protected by law. even against the 
king. The old mill stands today as a 
monument to the justice of Frederick 
the Great . 

Then back to Hamburg; that again is 
j another story.

Unhappy Far-OfT Things 

Having nothing to do the other day, 
or rather, not caring to do the things 
I should have done, I found myself 
with an attitude of complete indiffer- 
ence, roaming around in the library. 
I looked aimlessly at shelves full of 
books, , not paying much attention to 
titles or authors or anything; just look- 
ing at books and wondering about 
things. 

In the middle of this library langour 
of mine, I was conscious of one book 
out of all the hundreds before me. It 
was "Unhappy Far-off Things," and it 
was a little book. The title appealed 
to me. as did the size, so I then and 
there determined to read that book no 
matter what it was about. And now 
I'm very glad, because it turned out to 
be a group of character sketches by 
Lord Dunsany. Not character sketches 
of people, but of little villages and 
homes of France after they had been 
left in ruins by the dreadful machinery 
of the last war. 

It is not of the horrors and bloodshed 
of war which Lord Dunsany has writ- 
ten, but of the cruel destruction of the 
home. He draws pictures, pathetic pic- 
tures, of ruin and desolation. We can- 
not but feel, as we read, a great pity 
for the crippled houses. They have 
meant so much to someone — living 
people like ourselves — and now they are 
broken and useless. 

There was something incredibly pa- 
thetic in the house with the second 
story blown away: "A forlorn stairway 
tried still to wind upstairs. It went up 
out of a corner of the room. It seemed 
still to believe that there was an upper 
story, still to feel that this was a 
house; there seemed a hope in the 
twists of that battered staircase that 
men would yet come again and seek 
sleep at evening by way of those brok- 
en steps. ..." 

I learned something when chance put 
that book into my hands; I learned an- 
other sadness which war may bring: 
the sadness of shattered houses.

Rhapsody in Black and White 

It seems to me that I would like a 
house, or at least a modern apartment, 
done entirely in black and white and 
chromium. The possibilities appear to 
be unlimited. A grand piano all in 
white but for the ebony keys: a radio 
to match; a bookcase filled with black- 
bound books; and. of course, a fireplace 
for winter evenings. I'd want one 
room whose walls were hidden by pure 
white velvet drapes and black ones at 
the windows. The floor would be black 
marble with an inlaid chromium de- 
sign. The ceiling would be high and 
of the deepest black — so high and dark 
the effect would be unending height.

Captain Walter Wasilewski, Jack 
Roach, and Robert Pritchard ended 
their gridiron careers on Saturday. 

Captain Walt Wasilewski, Passaic, N. 
J., is one of the best all-around backs 
ever to roam the grid stripes for the 
Susquehanna Crusaders. "Wasie" had 
his beginning as a Crusader back in 
1932 when the team was able to turn 
in an undefeated record. At that time 
he was playing as a freshman quarter- 
back and did remarkably well as a first- 
year man. Since then he has gradu- 
ally added polish as a triple-threat 
back until recognized as one of the 
most outstanding in small college grid 
circles.

them and in the first home game of 
the season, before one of the largest 
crowds ever to witness a football game 
at Susquehanna, the Crusaders per- 
formed brilliantly to down a strong 
Haverford eleven from Philadelphia. 
The victory was costly, however, since 
Stagg lost the services of another var- 
sity man. 

Undaunted, the Crusaders next jour- 
neyed to Philadelphia, where by bril- 
liant defensive playing they managed 
to hold a strong St. Joe eleven to a 
7-0 score. 

In their next encounter — the battle 
of the brothers — Susquehanna, al- 
though considerably outweighed, played 
one of their best games of the season 
and the Moravian fracas ended in a 
0-0 stalemate. This game was a hard 
one to lose, since the Crusaders had a 
considerable advantage in yardage and 
first downs. 

At the next home game— the Home- 
coming game with Washington — the 
men of Stagg gave a wonderful show- 
ing. Glittering runs, by ace backfield 
men, superb charging and blocking by 
the line, stamped the game as the most 
outstanding of the local lads tq date. 

Those who saw the Drexel game will 
long remember the classic demonstra- 
tion of football put on by the valiant 
Crusaders, but the injury jinx, tre- 
mendous odds both in weight and the 
home field, plus poor officiating, were 
too much, and the Dragons came out on 
top. a 13-7 victor. 

In preparation for the annual P. M. 
C. game, gloom settled heavily. Looked 
upon as by far the most important 
game of the season, a flock of injuries 
from the Drexel game, took heavy toll 
on the already scanty varsity squad. 
Three varsity men were put out of com- 
petition and Stagg was forced to do 
considerable juggling in order to 
strengthen the team as much as pos- 
sible. Despite the tremendous odds 
against them, the plucky Crusaders 
held the Cadets to a 13-7 score. 

The final encounter of the season 
with Swarthmore proved to be an easy 
one, for the local pigskin toters went 
on a scoring spree and when the smoke 
of battle had cleared. Susquehanna had 
closed its 1935 football season with a 
smashing 34-0 victory over a weaker 
Swarthmore eleven. 

General statistics for the past sea- 
son show Captain Wasilewski to be the 
high scorer a.s well as the man who 
gained the most number of yards. In 
the second notch for ground gaining 
comes Ritter, hard-plunging fullback 
who finishes his second season with 
the Crusaders. The Washington game 
proved to be the most outstanding for 
ground gaining, while the Swarthmore 
same was outstanding for its passing 
attack. However, much credit is due 
to the wonderful defensive playing of 
the entire team. To be able repeatedly 
to hold a stronger team when in your 
own territory is something which a 
coach strives for but rarely succeeds 
in obtaining. Many scores were kept

top to the tune of a 53-0 score. In this 
same year Colgate managed to defeat 
the Crusaders, but victories were scored 
over Thiel, Gaulladet, and Lebanon 
Valley. 

In most of the sports articles of this 
period, the writer held the attention 
of the reader by withholding the score 
until the very end of the article, and 
even then at times forgot to mention it. 
However, in the year 1923. it was dis- 
covered that Susquehanna downed the 
Bucknell Bisons by the score of 47-0 
and defeated Temple 25-7 and Juniata 
5-0. In so far as can be learned, the 
only defeat of this season was at the 
hands of the Cornell Indians 56-0. This 
same year, in The Susquehanna, was 
an article by Amos Alonzo Stagg. Sr„ 
who wrote on the subject of "Keeping 
College Athletics Safe for Amateurism." 

In 1924, the Varsity "S" Club launch- 
ed a drive for the erection of the en- 
trance to the athletic field. Football 
took a nose dive and defeats were suf- 
fered at the hands of Cornell, P. M. C, 
Lafayette, Ursinus, and Lebanon Val- 
ley. 

Football doldrums still remained in 
'25 when games were dropped to Cornell, 
Lafayette, Drexel, Temple and Swarth- 
more. Our only victory against Haver- 
ford resulted in the first football holi- 
day in the annals of our school. 

Taking a skip up to the year 1928, 
we find that under the captainship of 
Johnny Wall, five letter man, S. U. de- 
feated Upsala, P. M. C, Juniata, and 
Gallaudet, while Georgetown, Drexel 
and Swarthmore turned the tables. 

The year 1929 was interesting in 
many respects. We find in one issue 
of The Susquehanna the following 
headlines: "Talkies Make Debut at 
Stanley Theatre" and "Band is Sensa- 
tion at Juniata Game." This article 
was written by the drum major of the 
band who was also editor of the paper 
at that time. 

In more recent years, the most out- 
standing team to represent Susque- 
hanna, was the undefeated team of 
1932 under Captain Extrom. In this 
season the biggest scores since 1920 
were registered and defeats were hand- 
ed to Moravian. Haverford, Hartwick, 
Swarthmore, Wagner, and Juniata, 
while P. M. C. was held to a tie. 

The first and last nocturnal game the 
Crusaders ever engaged in was at Al- 
fred University in the year 1930. This 
game was won by the score of 7-0. 
Records reveal that in the years 1930 
and 1929, the captainship was held by 
the same man — Al Garman, who played 
the center position. 

Truly. Susquehanna has a romantic 
background in football. In years past 
Susquehanna has rated with some of 
the leading colleges of the country on 
the football gridiron. One of the most 
outstanding comments ever made about 
Susquehanna's team, was made by none 
other than "Pop" Warner who in the 
dressing room prior to one of the games 
between Carlisle and Susquehanna was 
heard to say "This is the smallest col- 
lege on our entire schedule, but it is 
the game I fear the most, since I can 
never be sure just what these boys 
are going to pull."

Dietrich Remple was born in Uk- 
rainia, a section known to the world as 
White Russia. He lived here with his 
father on a 5,000 acre estate. This 
estate was extremely valuable since it 
was located in the heart of some of the 
best farming lands in the world. Pri- 
vately tutored for the first few years 
cf his education, Remple later entered 
a private German school which was 
located in this section of Russia by 
German educators. 

At home on the large estate and at 
the private school, he enjoyed all the 
pleasures and privileges of the highest 
class of people in Russia. 

Then the Revolution broke out aU 
over the land. The power of the Czars 
was broken, terrorism reigned, and

Altruistic Students To Give Helpful Hints

The literar bug seems to have bit- 
ten the campus of late. One cannot 
enter the library without seeing several 
students masquerading as islands in a 
sea of books from which they are tak- 
ing copious notes. One cannot wander 
down a dormitory hall without encoun- 
tering an assortment consumed in the 
flre of composition. Themes! Themes! 
And Term Papers! The professors 
seem to have allied themselves to cause 
a perfect epidemic of them. In order 
to innoculate ourselves and, incident- 
ally aid the afflicted students, we have 
banded together to form a pamphlet 
of helpful hints, "The Art of Writing 
a Theme in Two Easy Lessons", (a col- 
umn, a lesson). 

The first thing to be considered is 
the time to write. How often we have 
seen students bent over a desk writing 
away on their themes almost a whole 
day before it is due! That is, indeed, 
poor policy; there are too many dis- 
advantages in starting early. In the 
first place, you are actually doing what 
is commonly known as "crossing the 
bridge before you come to it." Surely, 
there is no need of finishing a theme 
before it is due. Think of the time 
wasted. As you begin work you know 
you need not hurry, so you proceed 
slowly and leisurely. Should you wait 
until the night before (preferably 
10:30), you know that you must get 
started at once. You choose the first 



I subject that comes to your mind, not 
taking any time to consider topics 
which you could do better. You be- 
gin writing at once without losing time 
by thinking the subject through. You 
write hurriedly with but one plan- 
that of filling the required number of 
pages. When the last page is filled, you 
are finished. The short time remain- 
ing eliminates the possibility of wear 
and tear through rewriting. 

The second important consideration 
is the place. The best place is the lib- 
rary because the noise and activity will 
keep you aware of the realities of life, 
thus preventing any absurd wander- 
ings of imagination. Unfortunately the 
library is not open at the time we have 
selected for writing, so as an alterna- 
tive, we suggest you sit in an armchair 
facing a blank wall in as comfortable 
position as possible, i. e., try to imi- 
tate a pretzel. Never use your desk 
The articles upon it may distract you. 

But, now, we must consider the ac- 
tual writing. First, think of three or 
four words you can spell without con- 
sulting a dictionary, arrange to re- 
semble a title, and begin. Should you 
begin to get sleepy in the middle of the 
second page, space your lines farther 
apart, and use longer words, with as 
many "in my opinion's" and "it seems 
to me's" as you can add. If ideas give 
out, rewrite what you have already

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A Dramatic Club for S. U. 

Susquehanna, at present, affords no opportunity for the 
student who wishes to participate in amateur dramatics. A 
thriving dramatic dab can be found on almost any campus, but 
Susquehanna's lons> ftfO faded into oblivion. l T p until this year, 
the sororities of the campus had presented several full length 
plays yearly, and the Student Christian Association and Wo- 
men's Co-operative Council sponsored one-act plays or pageants 
at Thanks«;ivinii and Christmas. These activities gave acting- 
opportunities to a limited number of students, but this year 
Susquehanna lias not even had this. 

The sororities for a variety of reasons, including dearth of 
coaches, too full schedules, previous financial failures, and tear 
of comparison with the Hedgerow group, discontinued their 
plays indefinitely. The plays at Thanksgiving were dropped be- 
cause so many students left the campus, ami at Christmas, duo 
to a conflicting basketball game, even the customary pageant 
failed to materialize. If the senior class discontinues the Alumni 
Day play, Susquehanna will have an entire dearth of student 
dramatics for the year. 

It is strange that dramatics should be losing out in the 
struggle for existence among the various organisations of the 
Campus, Of all extra-curricular activities, except perhaps alh- 
letics, width will be useful to prospective teachers (as after all 
the greater portion of our students arc i, dramatics has the most 
universal value. There is hardly a high school, no matter how 
small, which does not put on plays of some sort, and dramatiz- 
ation is useful in many classrooms. Yet the Susquehanna stu- 
dent has no opportunity to acquire the experience in amateur 
theatricals which should be so useful to him. 

The administration is not to blame. At the beginning of 
this semester, a course in play production was offered, but as 
only three students availed themselves of this opportunity, the 
course had to be dropped. 

Where then is the cause? Perhaps, it may be found in the 
difficulties encountered in producing the plays. There are no 
known members of the faculty who have the time, ability, or 
desire to coach a college play. To produce a play requires 
money for royalty, supplies, and incidentals, and attendance at 
previous plays has beet poor. A great deal of time must l>e put 
into the production of a full length play and most students are 
either too busy or too lazy to be willing to take part. 

But all of these difficulties could be overcome by a group 
of students sufficiently interested to form a dramatic club, and 
not too ambitious for the club in the beginning. The infant club 
would not have to put on full-length productions. The members 
could meet weekly or semi-monthly to discuss and eliminate the 
preliminary problems. Gradually,' they could develop their own 
coaches and begin laboratory work with one-act plays, leading 
eventually to full length productions, as skill and interest de- 
veloped. There would be small expense and less time consumed. 
Yet, the interested students would be acquiring a great deal of 
pleasure and valuable experience in all the departments of plav 
production. 

Why don't you students, who bemoan the fact that Susque- 
hanna has no amateur theatricals, get together and form such 
a club? There are many who fee) the way you do and need only 
the incentive of organization to join you.

For some time now I have been faced 
with the realization that about ninety- 
nine out of every hundred college stu- 
dents earn a major in a subject for 
which they receive no credit what so 
ever. Something should immediately be 
done about this. I am referring to the 
course in "morpheusology" which is 
usually given the better known name 
of "sleep." 

Does it not seem strange to you that 
we should not receive the privilege of 
earning a major in sleep? Just as we 
pay for the privilege of going to other 
classes, so we must pay for sleep, in 
fact, we pay a goodly sum more for the 
right to attend the classes in morpheus- 
ology than we pay for the privilege to 
attend psychology or physiology. 

There is something about the course 
in morpheusology which "gets" you. I 
am acquainted with young men who 
are so enthusiastic over their research 
in this subject that they actually sit 
in other classes and work problems 
which have been assigned in morpheus- 
ology. This is usually caused by laxity 
of the student in completing his home- 
work. 

One thing I like about the science 
of morpheusology is the fact that all 
students take the course. But what is 
even better is the fact that all gradu- 
ate from the course with high honors. 
According to statistics gathered over 
a period of many years, the more the 
lacking of intelligence and application 
in olher subjects, the more the intelli- 
gence and application in morpheus- 
ology.

Goettingen which are unusual. The 
Marienkirche, which was originally 
built in the beginning of the thirteenth 
century and which building has been 
rebuilt several times since, is the old- 
est church and the oldest building in 
the town. An old Gothic arch which 
has been pushed out of shape by the 
tremendous weight of the tower is one 
of the few things which remain of the 
original building. 

Maintaining the middle age atmos- 
phere, on the corner of a busy street 
stands an old inn which was built in 
1428. Constructed of brick and timber 
and covered with brightly painted sta- 
tuettes, this old relique is the memory 
of an age long dead. Across the street 
is a modern moving picture theater and 
on another corner an electric shop — 
a very curious contrast. 

There are many more Interesting 
things here in Goettingen, but before 
I go on talking about them I should 
ask you what you would be interested 
in. If there are any particular phases 
of German life and customs that would 
interest you, please let me know and I 
shall do my best to tell about them.

The Susquehanna Symphony Society 
will present its annual Winter Concert 
on Thursday evening. January 23, at 
8:30 in the chapel of Seibert Hall. 

Under the conductorship of Mr. El- 
rose L. Allison, the society will feature 
works of Mendelssohn, Gluck, Bach, 
Wagner. Ponchielli and Powell. Dili- 
gent practice and hard work during the 
year have resulted in an improved 
technique and proficiency in the phras- 
ing and shading of a most ambitious 
program. 

Miss Margaret Keiser of the Conser- 
vatory faculty will be the guest soloist 
with the symphony and will sing "El- 
sa's Dream" from "Lohengrin," by 
Wagner. 

The program will open with the over- 
ture to "Iphigenia in Aulis" by Gluck. 
The story is based on the Greek legend 
of King Agamemnon who was to sacri- 
fice his daughter, Iphigenia, because of 
a misdeed, to the gods. Just as she is 
about to be sacrificed, Iphigenia is sav- 
ed by Artemis who arrives at the last 
moment and spirits her away into a 
cloud. 

The long work to be presented in this 
concert is the "Symphony in A Minor" 
by Mendelssohn. Better known as the 
Scotch Symphony, this composition was 
suggested by impressions received dur- 
ing a journey through Scotland, and in 
the second movement, we hear the 
rhythmic lilt of a Scottish dance. Other 
Scotch allusions are the Harp of Ossian 
in the third movement, and the sound 
of echoes over Scotland's hills and 
lakes. In the first movement, with its 
ingenious counterpointing of the prin- 
cipal theme with the subordinate mel- 
ody we are reminded of the slow move- 
ment of the First Symphony of 
Brahms, which was played by the sym- 
phony in its winter concert last year. 

The second half opens with the fam- 
ous "Air for G String," by Bach. A 
very popular bit of music, it will be 
heard in an arrangement for string 
orchestra with the Inclusion of score 
for organ, to be played by Professor 
Percy M. Linebaugh of the Conserva- 
tory. 

Following this, a composition of the 
famous American pianist, John Pow- 
ell, "Natchez-on-the-Hlll." will be 
heard. It is an invigorating arrange- 
ment of Three Virginia Country dances 
enhanced by the composer's typically 
American orchestral effects in rhyth- 
mic display.

of the book. A pencilled book like a broken heart will never be 
the same again. 

Underlining is a habit which, once developed, is hard to 
break, hut the ill effects of that habit warrants, at least, an 
honest attempt to overcome it.

VOICE FROM THE FOG 



In the various halls on the campus 
of our institution, better known as Sus- 
quehanna University, we have a bell 
system that is supposed to ring at spe- 
cific intervals to let the students know 
when classes begin and end, (approxi- 
mately). 

On this same campus we have a var- 
ied assortment of clocks, watches, hour 
glasses, sun dials and even calendars, 
to inform the students what time of the 
day, month, or year it may happen to 
be. 

The aforementioned bells are sup- 
posed to ring at definite intervals 
throughout the day. In other words, if 
a bell is supposed to intone its somber 
notes at 11:10 o'clock, you should be 
able to look at your clock at exactly 
that time and hear the dulcet vibra- 
tions of said bell.

An entire semester's work cannot 1x> crammed into a few weeks. 
The time to start increasing one's grade is right now. The per- 
son who does his class work faithfully never has to worry when 
examinations come around.

For the freshman this second semester is a golden oppor- 
tunity. The first period of school is a period of readjustment ; 
the beginning of second semester, while study habits are still 
plastic, is a time to take fctoek of oneself. If grades were ap- 
preciably lower than expected, the decrease may be due to one 
of two things : 

College students are picked generally from the upper fourth 
of high school classes ; the freshman student, therefore must do 
extra work to stand in the upper fourth of his college class as 
well. 

Or the freshman student has gone "collegiate.'' Thrust for 
the first time on his own resources, he does not know how to 
study or regards study as an interference with the rest of cam- 
pus life. 

If the latter is the case, it is time he remembers that, after 
all, he is paving for his studies, and he should profit by them.

Last Wednesday morning in chapel 
assembly, Susquehanna students heard 
the second in a series of vocational 
guidance lectures delivered by promi- 
nent men, when Mr. Charles S. ShU- 
man. executive vice president of the 
First National Bank in Sunbury spoke 
upon the subject of "Banking as a Vo- 
cation: rts Opportunities and Personal 
Requirements." 

First in the series was a lecture by 
Reverend Dr. C. B. Foelsch, pastor of 
the Zion Lutheran Church in Sunbury, 
who discussed the Christian ministry as 
a life work. Other talks planned are 
by Superintendent C. C. Madeira of the 
Sunbury' public schools, and Attorney 
Harry S. Knight, of Sunbury'. 

Mr. Shuman gave much practical ad- 
vice and information in his talks about 
banking. "In the first place." he said 
"I wish you would all realize that 
America offers greater opportunities for 
the boy and girl just out of college than 
pa ibly any country in the world." Also 
he said. "To be successful in banking, 
it is necessary to possess the following' 
qualifications: character, accuracy, edu- 
cation, courtesy and cooperation. The 
first and most important of these is 
character." 

Concerning the nature of work in 
banks and the education necessary'. Mr 
Shuman said: 

"The higher positions in banking are 
professional as they require years of 
experience and special training. The 
work of a bank consists of making col- 
lections, sorting checks, making up rec- 
ords, answering correspondence, receiv- 
ing and paying out money, loaning 
money, making investments and giving 
advice. A country bank gives a bank 
employe a better general knowledge 
and far more experience than a large 
city bank. In a country bank, an em- 
ploye may be a teller, bookkeeper or do 
any one of a number of things at the 
same time, while in a larger bank the 
work is more departmental and those 
in each department generally confine 
then- efforts to that particular depart- 
ment.

Some interesting conclusions can be 
I drawn from the tabulated results of the 
(questionnaire taken by the Women's 
j Student Cooperative Council before 
j semesters. 

The senior class, with an average of 
•SVi hours daily, is the most studious, 
i Sophomores rank second with 4% 
j hours, while the other two classes tag 
! along at 4V6. 

The seniors are the only classes who 
j study an appreciable amount on Sat- 
urday afternoon and Sunday morning. 
I Only six people (half of them seniors) 
study on Saturday night. Not one jun- 
ior studies then or on the following 
morning. The favorite weekend study- 
ing period with all classes is Sunday 
afternoon and evening. 

During the week, evenings are the 
favorite studying time for all classes, 
with afternoons running a none too 
close second. Only ten students <half 
of whom again are seniors) study be- 
tween classes. 

Studying alone and in one's own room 
is the preference of the majority of all 
classes, though a good many students 
like to study in the library. Twenty- 
one 'most of whom were sophomores 
and freshmen) like to study with oth- 
ers. 

Seniors and sophomores put on the 
average of 2'i hours on their hardest 
courses; juniors, 2; and freshmen, 2&. 
The least time spent on their easiest 
course was 30 minutes by the juniors. 
Seniors spend 40 minutes; sophomores. 
50. and freshmen, 45. 

Freshmen and seniors lead in read- 
ing daily newspapers, although all 
classes have representation. Metropoli- 
tan newspapers are preferred to the 
home product by a good margin. 

The course receiving the most votes 
for difficulty in all classes was psy- 
chology. Runners up in the senior class 
were physics. American government, 
and accounting; among the juniors, 
form and governments; among the 
sophomores, accounting and German; 
and the freshmen listed German, his- 
tory and music history. 

The sophomores sleep the most, aver- 
aging 7'i hours at night and 1% dur- 
ing the day. while the seniors run them 
a close second by sleeping but one hour 
during the day. The freshmen have 
the best sleeping habits, averaging 8 
hours at night only. The juniors sleep 
I but 7 hours at night and 15 minutes 
| during the day. 

Favorite retiring time is 11:00 with 
J all classes. Eleven students go to bed 
| with the last bell at 10:30; none go be- 
fore then. The majority of the re- 
maining students retire about midnight, 
though two freshmen wait till 1:30. 

The majority of students in all classes 
get up at 7:00, although rising times

vary from 6:30 to 7:45. The greater 
part of the students go without break- 
fast 4 times a week. Two sophomores 
and two seniors eat breakfast else- 
where. Almost 100% eat breakfast in 
the dining room at sometime or an- 
other. Practically every woman eats 
between meals, the upper two classes 
having by far the greatest portion of 
those who abstain. Sophomores and 
juniors eat down town more than any 
other class. 

Freshmen get on an average of 14 
hours per week exercise outside of 
"gym"; sophomores, 8; seniors, 6; and 
juniors, 4. Walking and bicycling are 
the favorite form. 

Freshmen and juniors average 7 
baths per week; seniors. 6; and sopho- 
mores, 5. 

The three upper classes make their 
beds af ter breakfast. The freshmen, as 
a whole, make theirs "sometime in the 
morning." Friday or Saturday is clean- 
ing time for all rooms of all classes. 
One freshman put down "anytime" as 
an answer to both. 

Twelve students, three from each 
class, voted student council president 
as the highest honor. Three seniors, 
one sophomore, and three freshmen put 
down the editorship of "The Susque- 
hanna." Two seniors, six juniors, and 
two sophomores preferred the presi- 
dency of a sorority. The freshmen vot- 
ed the presidency of the S. C. A. their 
preference. Other runner-ups were 
class presidency, and Inter-Sorority 
Council presidency. One senior put 
down the "student who corrects papers 
for profs." 

The sophomores and seniors voted 
unanimously that being an A student 
was more important than receiving the 
greatest number of invitations to 
dances. Two juniors and four fresh- 
men disagreed. 

Juniors and seniors voted unanimous- 
ly for strong student government with 
faculty advisors in preference to faculty 
government and control. But one 
sophomore and three freshmen dis- 
agreed. 

All but one junior and one seniors 
thought it was less important for a 
woman to have a professional career 
than to marry and be a homemaker. 
However, five sophomores and seven 
freshmen preferred a career. 

All students prefer vespers and even- 
ing church services to any other form 
of religious service. More underclass- 
men attend Sunday school than juniors 
and seniors. 

The freshman class in one semester 
accumulated more demerits than the 
senior class in three and a half years. 
The juniors had the least, while the 
sophomores were but one below the 
freshmen. No class escaped with less 



than three campuses. Twenty students 
claimed never to have been disciplined 
in any form. 

Three seniors, five juniors, seven 
sophomores, and thirteen freshmen 
confess to breaking rules without be- 
ing discovered. But three, all of whom 
were juniors, said they would report 
their own violation of rules. One sen- 
ior wrote "I wouldn't do it if I in- 
tended reporting it." One sophomore 
wrote cryptically, "Why?" 

Almost unanimously, the students of 
the three lower classes voted that they 
would not report another girl's miscon- 
duct, although three said they would 
if it were important. Seven seniors 
voted that they would report. 

Although only three seniors admit- 
ted copying other people's work, twelve 
allowed other people to copy their own. 
No juniors admited copying but nine 
allowed others to copy from them. Six 
freshmen and six sophomores admitted 
copying, and, as usual many shared 
their work with others. 

All Seibertarians average a daily trip 
to town, averaging 45 minutes for the 
seniors and sophomores, and one and 
one half hour for freshmen and jun- 
iors. One sophomore confessed to go- 
ing down town three or four hours a 
day and staying two hours or more. 

All Seibertarians average one movie 
a week, though the freshmen slip a 
little from the norm. 

Favorite hobbies are reading, knit- 
ting, and music. Two sophomores had 
none. 

The junior class has the largest pin 
money allowance, averaging $2.00 per 
; week. The other classes ranged accord- 
ing to class order from $1.25 to $1.15 
| weekly. 

The sophomore class spends on an 
average two weekends per month away 
from the campus. The other three 
classes average one a month. The sen- 
iors hit the two extremes by having 
1 some members who spent every week- 
'• end away, and some who never left. 

The seniors spend the most time on 

, extra curricular activities, out side of 

j athletics, averaging four hours per 

week. Juniors and freshmen spend m 

hours weekly, while the sophomores 

! average but 3. 

The preferential ranking question 
produced the most interesting results. 
iThe seniors ranked as follows: concerts, 
athletic games, formll dances, socials, 
i lectures, and student recitals; the jun- 
iors: formal dances, concerts, athletic 
; games, student recitals, socials and lec- 
Uures; the sophomores: athletic games. 
I socials, concerts, formal dances, student 
recitals and lectures; and the fresh- 
imen: formal dances, athletic games, 
concerts, socials, student recitals, and 
lectures.

Dr. Wilson Talks 
On Current Plays 



Themes and Trends of Modern Drama 
Discussed in English Professor's Fac- 
ulty Lecture 



Dr. Arthur H. Wilson continued the 
faculty lecture series in Steele Science 
Hall last evening. The subject of his 
lecture was "Current Plays on the New 
York Stage." 

Dr. Wilson began with a discussion 
of the modern drama in general. There 
is a marked preference for comedy on 
the modern stage. The comedy, how- 
ever, is not always funny; some are 
bitter satires, while many are of a ser- i 
ious nature, being saved from tragedy ! 
by ending in compromise rather than J 
a solution. 

The themes of modern drama cover j 
a wide field, including the "new wo- I 
man," social problems, war, "success 
story," mixed marriage, historical ro- i 
mance, biography, and depression. 

Dr. Wilson then turned to a discus- j 
sion of modern playwrights. The most '■ 
promising dramatist since Eugene 
O'Neill is Clifford Odets, author of 
"Awake and Sing." "Waiting for Lefty," 
"Till the Day I Die," and "Paradise I 
Lost." His themes are based on the 
recent depression. While Henri k Ibsen 
developed in the 1890's the theme of 
"man against society." Odets uses the 
theme of one group of society against j 
society in general. His plays have : 
caused a great deal of argument. Time j 
alone will fulfill his predictions. 

Next Monday. Professor E. Edwin 
Sheldon will continue the series with 
a lecture on "The History of American 
Musical Composition."

To illustrate how foolishly many of 
us feel that we cannot have happiness 
unless we have many of the everyday 
contrivances Mr. Pollock used an illus- 
tration of his own life. He saw a 
Narghile pipe and he felt that he could 
not be happy without it. He spent 
more money than he had to get it and 
then when he did have it, it was only in 
his way. So it is with many who feel 
that they must have the material 
things to be happy. 

Mr. Charming Pollock has five cri- 
teria for happiness: a wife and chil- 
dren, a home, health, love of work, and 
the ability to look every man in the 
eye. 

Mr. Pollock claims that the new lei- 
sure of the twentieth century is golf, 
bridge. Mae West, and Bing Crosby, 
while the great museums and libraries, 
which are full of happiness, are empty. 
Mr Pollock feels that if our generation 
could shift its standard of living from 
silk stockings and Ford V 8's to an in- 
tellectualistic standard we would be 
able to see in the great depression of 
1929 a hidden blessing for at least two- 
thirds of our population. 

Mr. Pollock told the audience of two 
great declarations in his life. One of 
them was the declaration that he would 
never again wear a silk hat just be- 
cause every one else was doing it.

On Tuesday. February 18, Professot 
C. C. Madeira, superintendent of the 
Sunbury schools, spoke at the regular 
chapel period on the topic.

Several new exigencies appeared daring the past pledging 
days covering whi eh .there were no rules in the handbook.

Diligent Perusal of Old "Susquehannas"

I was feeling tired and lazy (effect 
of springi. so I yawned and thought 
over my misfortune of having to spend 
such a beautiful Saturday afternoon in 
the library writing this article.

Speaking in the next to the last of 
the public lectures included on Susque- 
hanna's program of talks by its pro- 
fessors. Dr. Paul J. Ovrebo last evening 
discussed the structure of the atom. 

Before 1890. Dr. Ovrebo brought out, 
the facts concerning this problem were 

1 rather jumbled, but by that time they 
had been correlated into three con- 
cepts: matter, energy, and ether. The 
physicists of that time believed that 
they had discovered all the main con- 
cepts of physics and that all remain- 

I ing were secondary. 

The discovery of the X ray and of 
radioactivity, along with Einstein's first 
paper on relativity burst the golden 
bubble of the foregoing men and began 
a new era of discovery 

Then, in 1909. Millikan measured the 
charge on the electron. J. J. Thomp- 
son said an atom is composed of a 
sphere of electricity, its diameter was 
infinitely small and that electrons vib- 
rated and uave off energy.

Last week was not the first time that 
the Penn's Creek and Susquehanna 
River overflowed their banks. With in- 
ormation' secured from The Selins- 
frove Times, the following history has 
been compiled. 

he first record of any really high . 
water in these parts was in 1771. At 
his time the water completely blocked 
off the Isle of Que as was the case in 
la.-t week's overflow. 

n 1784 much damage was done to 
property by the raging streams and in 
1810 there occurred what is known as i 
the "Pumpkin Flood." At this time 
pumpkins were washed from their vines ' 
and floated down the river. 

IQ 1833 the water overflowed and 
broke through the canal at the "mud- 
dam" causing the waters of the river I 
to join the creek. During the recent I 
flood this old "mud-dam" gave way 
again. 

The flood of 1846 was greater than 
ever before. The water broke through | 
the banks of the canal and damaged 
much property. The Penn's Creek 
bridge at Pine street was swept away 
as well as many other bridges in this 
section. 

In 1847 the waters again rose to a 
great height. In 1862 canal service was

Chapel Pipe Organ 
Is Being Remodeled 

After eleven years of faithful service, 
the Moller organ in Seibert Chapel is 
being remodeled by engineers from the 
Moller organ factory in Hagerstown 
Maryland. The engineer in charge of 
the remodeling is Mr. John Schleigh. 

This organ was presented to Susque- 
hanna University by William A. Has- 
singer in memory of his wife. Almeda 
M. Hassinger. It has been in constant 
service since its installation, and ex- 
cluding the annual tunings, this is the 
first amount of servicing the organ has 
received during its use at Susque- 
hanna. 

The organ is being tonally remodeled, 
incorporating mutations and mixtures 
in line with the present tonal design 
of organs throughout America. After 
the present repairs, the organ will be 
one of the best, but not the largest, in 
this section of the countrv. 



Despite inclement weather conditions.

Last night. March 23. Professor E. 
Edwin Brungart delivered the weekly 
faculty lecture in Steele Science Hall. 
His topic was "The Junior College 
Movement." 

Professor Brungart began his talk 
by defining a junior college as: "An 
institution offering two years of in- 
struction of strictly collegiate grade.' 
He then explained the different bases 
of classification of these colleges. Fac- 
tors which must be considered are 
length of course, size of enrollment, date 
of foundation, method of origin, meth- 
od of support, and whether the insti- 
tution is terminal or preparatory. 

In speaking of the history of the 
movement in the United States. Pro- 
lessor Brungart said that there are 450 
junior colleges in our country today. 
California and Texas leading all other 
states. The average enrollment of these 
colleges is 162. The four types of Pub- 
lic Junior Colleges which we have are 
the branch, state, district, and local. 
as well as many which are organized 
under denominational influences. 

In regard to developing the junior 
college still further. Professor Brungart 
asked the question: "Are the first two 
years of college work fitted to the uni- 
versity?" He then showed by example 
that freshman and sophomore work in 
many schools is distinctly secondary in 
character. He then brought out the 
point that some think that the period 
of the high school should be "stretch- 
ed" and that the junior college was 
adapted to this extension. 

Professor Brungart then discussed the 
advisability of "cutting off the heads" 
of certain of our American colleges. He 
emphasized the fact that many small 
four-year colleges are too weak today 
and that they could be strengthened if 
they offered junior college work. 

In closing his talk. Professor Brun- 
gart cited recent legislation which 
thai a junior college cannot be estab- 
lished in a proposed district unless the 
district has ;u.

Flood Invades Portions of Selinsgrove But 

Does Not Seriously Affect Susquehanna 



The worst flood in Selinsgrove's his- 
tory was experienced by residents of 
the town and Susquehanna last week 
when the usually docile Susquehanna 
River and Penn's Creek went on a 
rampage and innundated large areas. 
The river and creek rose rapidly, be- 
ing swelled by melting snows and un- 
usually heavy rainfall. 

The people living on the Isle of Que 
were most affected, while those along 
the river and creek also suffered con- 
siderably. Students at Susquehanna, 
although not seriously inconvenienced 
by the rising waters, felt its effects in 
the water shortage. 

The college, however, was able to 
render considerable aid to the suffer- 
ers in various ways. In the flood's early 
stages. Miss Reeder. director of wo- 
men's athletics, called upon the wo- 
men of the school to help in relief work 
among the refugees lodged in the First 
Lutheran and Trinity churches. Those 
not helping directly by doing relief 
work were able to render some assis- 
tance through the donation of cloth- 
ing Beds were donated by the school 
and blankets were obtained from the 
colony. 

A water famine was experienced as 
the rising waters rendered the Selins- 
grove pumping station useless in filling 
the reservoir above the town. The ma- 
chinery was removed to higher ground 
and work started on a temporary pipe 
line overground from the artesian wells 
supplying the State Epileptic Colony 
above the college. This line was eom- 
pleted late Saturday evening and water 

wa - turned Oil, However. -user- 

vatmn was urged to prevent i possible 
lire hazard. 

During the hei-j.ht of the flood, scv- 

adventurous youths from school 



started for Sunbury to view the flood 
damage there. Much anxiety was felt 
for their safety and an attempt was 
made to reach them by radio. However, 
they returned safely Thursday even- 
ing. 

On Wednesday evening, when the 
flood was at its height. Susquehanna 
students remained up far into the 
night listening Interestedly to radio 
reports of the rising %vaters. 

Classes were continued throughout 
the entire period of crisis and. outside 
of the water shortage, little difference 
was noticed in the usual routine. 

Susquehanna students were afforded 
an unusual experience on Thursda> 
when many of them journeyed down 
town to find various portions of Selins- 
grove flooded. Water rose to unprece- 
dented heights, entirely covering Water 
street as well as the northern end of 
Market street to the railroad. The 
Bough street bridge, originally built for 
emergency purpose.-., yielded to the 
raging waters of Penn's Creek and was 
completely swept away. The highwa\ 
bridge at the northern end of town 
jwas covered with water to the height 
of three feet. The Isle of Que was 
completely submerged and it was in 
this section of town that the damage 
was greatest Several boUM were swept 
downstream by the iorce of the swift 
current, and numerous people were 
forced to flee to safety as the water 
rose steadily. Temporary sleeping

THE SUSQUEHANNA staff, as you 
may learn by referring to page two. is 
composed of the editor-in-chief, the 
managing editor, the news editor, ath- 
letic editor, and reporters. This, of 
course, is excluding the members of the 
business staff who are not concerned 
with the actual publication. The hold- \ \ 
ers of each of these positions has cer- 
tain definite duties which, when per- 
formed properly, make for a smooth 
running organiation and a good paper. 

Taking these positions in order, we 
come first* to the various duties of the 
all-important editor-in-chief. His or 
her first job is, naturally, to write the 
editorials and to read and edit all the 
material which goes to make up the 
paper. But there is much more con- 
nected with the job than that. Be- 
cause of the limited staff, a great 
amount of extra work is shifted to the 
shoulders of the editor, but we will re- 
turn to that later. 

The managing editor has as his 
prime duties the writing of headlines 
and the correcting of galley proofs. 
Headlines are necessarily limited ex- 
pressions intended to convey quickly 
and as fully as possible the content of 
the stories to which they are connected 
in a certain number of words. They 
must be counted out. letter for letter, 
and each style of headline has its own 
number of letters.

Dr. J. Gould Wickie Expounds Sound 
Philosophy to the Student Body in 
Stirring: Talk

Dr. J. Gould Wickie. the executive 
secretary of the Board of Education of 
the United Lutheran Church, address- 
ed the faculty and students at the 
chapel service on Monday morning. 
March 16. 

Dr. Wickie presented a forceful talk 
to his audience, using as his subject 
the Latin sentence. "Cogito, ergo sum." 
(I think, therefore I am.) He then 
brought out that the future existence 
of the world depends upon the char- 
acter of the men in it. giving added 
force to this statement by saying that 
a country is determined by the charac- 
ter of the individuals in it just as surely 
as the flora determine a country. 

He continued developing the point of 
developing our lives now by giving var- 
ious quotations from Raskin's essay. 
"The Roots of Honor." He stressed the 
importance of "finding yourself," while 
in college by retrospection and choos- 
ing your life's work on the basis of 
your findings. 

Dr. Wickie concluded by giving a 
short digest of national affairs, bring- 
ing out the point that the trouble with 
the United States today lies not in its 
system of government, but in the char- 
acter of the individuals which make 
up our nation. He said that the people 
of today are entirely too selfish, a con- 
dition which should not exist if per- 
fect harmony is to be attained.

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FLOOD HISTORY OF 

TOWN IS REVEALED 
(Continued from pageli 
suspended because the swirling river 
washed away the banks. 

The Great Flood of 1865 swept 
through the Susquehanna Valley for 
two days, March 17 to 19. The Lewis- 
burg bridge landed on an island in the 
river helow Selinsgrove. The local Pine 
street bridge was again swept down 
stream and caused much damage at 
Amity Hall. 

" In 1866 the rapidly rising stre 
caused much damage to crops 
property, as well as interrupting rail- 
road travel for some time. 

In the latter part of February. 1869, 
the high waters delayed the mail ser- 
vice. By March 5 the thermometer had 
dropped to ten below zero as raging 
waters swept down stream. To make 
matters worse, a heavy thunder and 
lightning storm came up. When the 
flood waters had receded, thousands of 
logs were found on the Isle of Que. 

The period following Selinsgrove's 

Big Fire" of 1874, was marked by high 
water and ice which threatened the 
Pennsylvania Railroad bridge here. The 
terrific pressure of the jamming ice 
caused this structure to sag from three 
to six inches at various times. In 1889 
the high water again washed many 
logs down the river. 

In June. 1889. which was the date 
of the Johnstown Flood, much damage 
was also done to the Susquehanna 
Valley. The Bough street bridge, which 
went in last week's flood, was washed 
away. The railroad bridge, which was 
loaded with cars, remained standing 
but moved five feet. All railway ser- 
vice was at a standstill in the entire 
state for a period of several days. 

In the year 1900 floods and storms 
asjain raged in the Susquehanna Val- 
ley The creek flooded the upper part 
of Selinsgrove. In 1901 the waters rais- 
ed twelve feet. The year 1902 staged 
a flood in March, when the Bough 
street bridge was again washed away 
and seven railway cars were carried 



down stream from a trestle of the rail- 
road bridge. 

In 1904, ice and nigh waters again 
jammed the river and creek. The bridge 
at the northern end of Selinsgrove was 
washed away as well as the dam at 
Sunbury. which extended all the way 
across the river. 

In addition to floods in 1913. Selins- 
grove also had an epidemic of small- 
pox. The last flood of any consequence 
in this section before 1936 was in 1920. 
At this time the river raised to an 
enormous height and much damage 
was done to property. 

So you see that floods are nothing 
new to Selinsgrove.

• Continued from pageli 
somewhat alleviated by the kindly co- 
operation of the surrounding towns of 
Middleburg, Freeburg. New Berlin and 
Kratzervnie. Foodstuffs were gener- 
ously donated by townspeople and 
nearby communities. 

The fear of disease and a possible 
epidemic led to extreme watchfulness 
in matters of health. Water was boil- 
ed for drinking purposes and for the 
washing of dishes in the college kit- 
chen. Sick people downtown were iso- 
lated and the town physicians worked 
heroically twenty-four hours a day. 

A new fear presented itself when the 
gas was shut off and many townspeople 
were unable to prepare cooked meals. 
However, the Pennsylvania Power and 
Light Company maintained uninterrup- 
ted electric service throughout the local 
stricken area. 

Today, after the most serious flood 
since 1889, Selinsgrove finds itself liv- 
ing under more nearly normal condi- 
tions than after the nineteenth century 
disaster, for while it was more ser- 
ious, it was less deadly because less 
sudden than the dam break of 1889. 
Telephone, highways, and other public 
utilities are speedily being restored to 
normal and soon the famous flood of 
36 will be merely a past incident in 
the history of Selinsgrove and Susque- 
hanna.

ing. They made good time, however, 
and did not have to go out of their way 
at any point. Chestertown is located 
near the coast and an exceptionally 
heavy rain was falling when the debat- 
ers arrived. Despite this long journey 
the local negative team showed good 
form and was given the decision by the 
three .judges. Boyer and Manager Guss 
represented Susquehanna. Inspired by 
their success, they sent a telegram an- 
nouncing the victory to their coach on 
the campus. Dr. William Russ. but flood 
conditions prevented his receiving the 
message until the debaters returned 
home. At Chestertown the men heard 
the radio reports of fhe high waters in 
this section. 

On Friday the team journeyed to 
Lincoln University, situated near Ox- 
ford. Pennsylvania. Shempp and Boy- 
er upheld the negative side for Sus- 
quehanna and emerged with a victory 
in an audience-decision debate. They 
spent the night on the Lincoln campus, 
being given a five-room house to 
themselves. 

At an early hour on Saturday morn- 
ing, the men started for home. Because 
of high waters and washed bridges it 
was necessary for them to go over one 
hundred miles out of their way to reach 
Selinsgrove. Thev crossed the Susque- 
hanna River at Columbia and the Jun- 
iata at Newport, both of these streams 
being swollen above flood level. At 6 
o'clock on Saturday evening they 
reached the Susquehanna campus.

The papers get more amusing as the 
years go by and these particular papers 
were very good. 

Before I pass on some of the fol- 
lowing humor, there are some of the 
more serious items I found in the 1924 
issues. The first addition to Seibert 
Hail was made in 1924, which was to 
accommodate fifty more girls. I don't 
know how many that made altogether, 
but anyway — fifty more. 

One of the editorials was written 
concerning the standards and ideals of 
Susquehanna University. The follow- 
ing is the list of ideals and very <JOod 
ones, too :

Here are 
some of its contents: "The Pre-Legal 
club will meet some Tuesday evening 
next week, the subject for discussion 
being 'Can an incubator chick ever 
learn to love its mother?'— Bob Hos- 



tetter (yes. Johnny's big brother) was 
1 the first to define a laundry, saying 'It's

into a negligee'." 

There was also a weekly poetry col- 
umn which included all types of poetry. 
This is one called a "Lesson in Arith- 
metic." 
He came to teach arithmetic. He said 

It was his mission. 
. He kissed her once and kissed her twice. 

And said. "That is addition." 
: And as they smacked the smack with 
silent satisfaction. 
She timidly gave him one back 
And said "That is subtraction."

Susquehanna University plans to in- 
troduce a new publication to the cam- 
us in the form of an annual magazine 
that will contain scholarly articles by 
members of the faculty. President G. 
Morris Smith made official announce- 
ment of the new publication at a fac- 
ulty meeting held March 27. No name 
has been chosen at this date for the 
new magazine, which will appear before 
Commencement, toward the end of 
May. 

Administration of 'he faculty journal 
lies in the hands of a committee com- 
posed of Dr Arthur Wilson, chairman. 
Dr. George Fisher and Dr. William 
Russ. with Dr. G. Mcrns Smith as an 
ex-officic member. This committee was 
appointed by the president of the uni- 
versity, and will read and edit manus- 
cripts submitted for publication. 

Articles submitted for publication bv 
the faculty are to be professional anH 
scholarly in nature like those which 
professors would submit to academic 
magazines in their own special fields. A 
degree of originality in conception and 
a certain permanency of value are to be 
criteria for all articles submitted. 

Copies of the magazine will be sent 
to libraries of other colleges and uni- 
versities, and also will be placed on sale 
for twenty-five cents at the university 
bookstore. 

Faculty members at Susquehanna 
have been in the habit of writing schol- 
arly articles for outside publications, 
but have not had the opportunity to 
receive publication on their own cam- 
pus Consequently, alumni, students, 
anc. felluw professors have not beer 
aware always of the research and con- 
structive thinking carried on contin- 
ually and quietly by individual teach- 
ers. The proposed magazine, therefore, 
will serve to center a certain amount 
of this original work in the campus 
from which U emanated, and will pro- 
vide for it ■ direct approach to Susque- 
hana people.

With praise and gratitude for the eo-operation and service 
of our three colleagues on the editorial staff, the printers at The 
Times building, our faculty advisor, and the reporters, we re- 
gretfully bid goodby to the work which has been the source of 
much of our pleasure during the past four years.

The Small College 

When individuals appeal to the nation for increased sup- 
port of the six-hundred-odd small liberal colleges in the country 
characterized them as the seed beds of leadership and "among 
the principal sources of high character and noble ideals without 
which any purely economic system would collapse," they voice 
opinion in which leading, impartial educators strongly concur. 

The small liberal art colleges have usually had to travel a 
road of thorns and obstacles. Their endowments at best have 
been meager. They possess only one-fourth of the capital funds 
behind all higher educational institutions, large and small, in 
the United States, and they include in their cloisters one-half 
of the students. While large universities have been ■pending 
huge sums in extravagantly beautifying and enlarging their phy- 
sical aspects, the small colleges have carried on with scant 
funds that often do not even suffice to pay their faculties for 
salaries. The present period of economic depression has further 
multiplied the difficulties which in general beset these smaller 
institutions. 

Distinctly American in nature, the small liberal arts college 
truly plays a most Important role in the American educational 
system. Amid the growth of state-supported institutions and 
highly endowed universities, the smaller college lias held on as 
one of the strongholds of a truly cultural education. The broad 
opportunities which it affords for intimacy ami for increased 

student-faculty fellowship have demonstrated the value of the 
small-unit education. The recent inclusion within several large 
institutions of a number of smaller divisions, such as the colleges 
in the (piad plan, is a recognition of the advantages of the small 
college over the largo educational plants. Yet the great bulk 
of these smaller institutions, along with the equally-neglected 
women's colleges, are forced to struggle along, leading a hand 
to mouth existence, while a few major institutions grow rela- 
tively opulent 

Regret is naturally occasioned by the fact that America's 
larger institutions cannot secure all the financial backing they 
could use to increase the salaries of the faculty memlxMs or to 
erect luxurious Gothic and Gregorian buildings. lint the plight 
of America's scores of Worthy but financial!} starving colleges 
. . . brings to the surface one of the most pressing needs of mod- 
ern American higher education. The Daily Princetonian,

Representative Wesley E. Disney, 
Democrat, of Oklahoma, seeks in his 
periling bill, H. R. 11225. the establish- 
ment of a National Academy of Public 
Affairs, a politicians' West Point, to 
educate young Americans in adminis- 
trative and diplomatic affairs, both for 
national and international service 

His bill would provide for a five mil- 
lion dollar appropriation from the na- 
tional government to establish a col- 
lege in Washington, D. C. which would 
be devoted to preparing and fitting 
young Americans to take the reigns of 
lour government, and be well enough 
trained in governmental tactics to do 
la better job than the average man 
i could do. The college is to be non- 
partisan, coeducational, and the stu- 
dents are to gain admission through 
the same channels that the Annapolis 
and West Point students obtain their 
admittance to those institutions. 

The President of the United States 
would head the board of directors with- 
out any additional remuneration in the 
sahry envelope. The board of directors 
would be the president's cabinet. The 
faculty would be chosen by the board 
of directors and their salary would 
come from the national government's 
resources. 

The courses offered at this proposed 
Washington institution would comprise 
the elements of language, history, and 
I government. 

Economics, history, sociology, inter- 
national law, the structure and func- 
tions of government, both domestic and 
foreign, would naturally have a place 
in the curriculum. Political history, the 
study of political parties, statistics, the 
principles of public administration, and 
finance, social and economic planning, 
; government accounting, public welfare 
i administration, and the study of public 
opinion and the world trends of civiliz- 
j ation, modern, medieval, and ancient, 
i would conceivably come within the 
! range of courses of study prescribed 
for the students of the academy. 

Representative Disney believes that 
America must think her way out of 
bigotry- hatred, war, and depression. 
He feels that his proposal to educate 
young Americans in the ways of gov- 
ernment is our only solution to the 
problem. He defends his plan with this, 
"It is only just, it is economic good 
sense, to have our government admin- 
istered by a group whose efficiency can 
match the skill of our Army and Navy 
officers." 

The Disney proposal, which took 
definite form last summer after its au- 
thor took note with some concern of 
the growing number of men trained in 
administration needed to run the New- 
Deal emergency ijreucies. has received 
some criticism from the educators. They 
say it would not be expedient to create 
this school because it would duplicate 
work now being carried on in private 
colleges without any particular aid of 
the government. Disney's reply is that 
! the private college trains its students 
' with a purely academic purpose in 
mind while his proposed school would 
train its students for a practical appli- 
i cation of their learnings as West Point. 

This plan is a very fundamental part 
of a modern idea concerning govern- 
mental supervision that our nation 
should be led by a few amateurs, who 
; are not trained in any particular field 
'but broad enough to see all angles of 
the situation, with ■ vast army of un- 
derstudies trained and specialized in 
each department of government to do 
i the actual work. 

If you want such an amateur sys- 

j tern, or if you want a Washington 

j Academy established, send your ideas 

to your own assemblyman in the capi- 

i tal and tell him what you want.

Dr. Leese Speaks 
To Business Group 



Head of S. U. Business Department 
Stresses Scholarship as a Basis for 
Securing a Position 



On Monday evening. March 30, Dr. 
Charles Leese spoke to the Business 
Society at its regular monthly meet- 
ing held in Gustavus Adolphus Hall. 
His topic was: "How well does Susque- 
hanna prepare a student in Commer- 
cial Education and Business Adminis- 
tration to accept a job.'' 

Dr. Leese emphasized the importance 
of scholarship while the student is in 
college. He brought out the fact that 
many persons think that that extra- 
curricular activities are of prime im- 
portance but the results of recent sur- 
veys made by the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany show that men who stood in the 
upper tenth of their class while in col- 
lege are earning the largest salary. 

In continuing Dr. Leese stated that 
many students think that they can get 
a job in their home town by the use 
of "politics." He then read off the 
names of several commercial students 
who graduated from Susquehanna and 
showed that a very small percentage 
got jobs in their home towns. He also 
showed to the group the rating chart 
which is used by the Teacher's Place- 
ment Bureau at Susquehanna whereon 
the professors give their estimate of 
the graduate's ability, such factors as 
scholarship, personality, leadership, and 
teaching ability being considered. 

In closing his talk Dr. Leese recom- 
mended a booklet entitled "Selling 
Yourself," which shows the importance 
of the applicant's knowing in advance 
what he is going to say about himself 
to a prospective employer and then 
saying it in a clear and concise man- 
ner. 

Several remarks were then made by 
the othet faculty members who were 
present. They included Dr. George 
"lunkelberger. Dr. George Wood, and 
Professor D. Irvin Reitz. 

At the end of this discussion the 
meeting adjourned. At the next meet- 
ing the two plays, which were origin- 
ally scheduled for Monday night, will 
be presented.
